-blafphemous Opinions , and they alfo acknowledge thae they 
‘came here purpofely to propagate their faid errors and here- 
fies, bringing with-them, and fpreading here fundry Books, 
whereinare contained many moft corrupt, heretical, and blaf- 
“phemous Do&tines, contrarg to the truth of the Gofpel pro- 
feffed amongft us, the Council therefore tendering the prefer- 
vation of the Peaceand Truth enjoyed and profeiled ne

weeks imprifonment , or thereupon , with the/e and the like abufes 
which are too tedious to mention , they [ent them away without the 
making mantfeft agatinft them the tran[gre(fion of any known Law ies 
the leaft (as thou mayeft perceive by thetr Order) but what us againft 
us all, crying out as with one confent , Away with this people, and 
give usa troop of Robbers, Hofea 6.

About two daies after thefe two were bad out of prifon tobe soipe 
away for Barbadoes, from whence they came, we eight to wit, Chri- 
ftopher Holder, Thomas Thrifton, William Brend, John Cope- 
land, Mary Prince, Sarah Gibbens, Mary Weatherhead, Doro- 
thy Waugh, whowhen according tothe will of God we were come to 
an ancher in Bolton i# New England ; being made fenfible 
of the cryes and groans of bis feed, which cryed unto him for 
help and deliverance from under the crael bondage it ferved, and 

the captivity it was heldin by the cruel Lords which bear rule over 
it, the Adiniffers ‘and Magiftrates (focalled ) but rather bloody 
Mdafters and oppreffors, for fo they are in truth; which cryes and 
groans, having entred intotbe ears of the Lord. God of Sabbaths , 
whofe compaffion 1 great towaras bes feed, and whofe love large 
to fatisfie thofe whe defire after the knowledge of bs ways in fincerity;

in freaal of being entertained according tothe Scriptures they profefs, 
which faith, Be not forgetful to entertain ftrangers, which thing | 
thefe who witneffed the power of godline{s, ana livedin it ever did, : 
but they having aform, but deny and fpeck evil of the power thereof, : 
did heap falfe accufations upon us, and fend ws tg prifon, and that 
their wickedne(s might the more appear, and they themfelves made 
manifef, gave order that none foould vilit us, which if thefe atlions 
‘of theirs-be todo as they would be done unto, ana. fo fulfil the royal 
Law, let the wife inheart judge.

ver us, joyned together againft him, to caft him out of Cove- 
nant, Court and Countrey, and fenteneed him to banifhment, 
as hereafter doth appear.

their unrighteous dealing againft the innocent, did bare wit- 
nefs aSainft their Law, for which he was fent for the next morn 
ing unto the General Court , wherehe fpake to them to this 


purpofe, That the profecution of that Law was the fore-run- 


ner of a Judgment upon the Countrey , and therefore in the 
tendernefs and love which he bore to the people and countrey, 
did defire them to take heed what they did left they were found 
fighters againft God ; whofe love they reje@ed and committed 
him to prifon, and fined him twenty pound, and ordered him to 
banifhment within the {pace of one moneth, and that if hee 
fhould return, he fhould be kepe clofe prifoner untill he did ac- 
knowledge his fault in declaring againft their Law, which Law 
hereafter followeth , yet after four dayes was releafed : And a- 
gain fhewed theirinbumanity , to: banifh an ancient man of a- 
bout fixty yeers, from his wifeand family in the time of winter, 


although for many yeers had been very fickly , of whom df the 


Lord had not been more tender then thefe unmerciful men,’ hee

ing, andafcer the Prieft Thomas Afzho ( the Governor's fon) 
had done his {peech, one of usfpakea fevy vvords , and chen 
vvas both of us bythe Conftable chrutt our of doores , and 
forchyvith the doors vvere fhut; yet going pec a the 
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Jater part of chat day, after fome difpute with them we de- 
parted . but on the morrow the Governour wich che Confta- 
ble came to us, who after fome words with us,required us to be 
gone offthe Iiland; our anfwer was, in the will of God we 
ftood to go ashe made our way for us, buche being not fatis- 
fied with this Anfwer, hired an Indian to have us away, faying, 
thacic was the will of God that wefhould go co day, and re- 
quired moncy of us to pay the Indian for carrying us, but we | 
feeing little of our going that day, did fay that we could not 
pay the Indian, forafmuch as we did not hire him, nor fer him 
on work , chen he commanded the Conftable to fearch for our 
money; who accordingly did, and took from us nine hillings, : 
which vvhen they hadfo done, delivered us into the hands of 
the Indians to have us away over the water in the main Land, 
(in one of their Cannons vvhich isa piece of a tree hewed hol- 
tow) vvho forchwith had ug away from them,where we remain-_ 
ed among the Jsdians three days, till there was a calm feafon 
to have us over the Sea vvhich vvas about nine miles (apreat 
Sea for {uch a fmall Veffel) all vvhich time vve received no {mall 
love from the /zdfans, the like we could noc receive from che 
ENGLISH forwhat weeat we could not perfwade him 
whom we were withali co take money for it, he faying 
that vve vvas ftrangers, and fehvvah taught him to love | 
ftrangers: So on the2o of- the fixtmonech 1657. vve vvere 
-Janded on the otter fide: and coming to Sandwirch a tovvn in 
Plyraourh Colony vve vvere gladly received by many; yet great 
vvas the ftir, and noife of che tumultuous Citie, yea all in an 
uproar, hearing that vve vvho wvere called by fach a name as 
i quakers, vyascome into thole parcs : A great fire wvas kindled, 
oO Tt & the hearts of many did burn within them, fo that inthe hear. 
thereof, fome faid one thing, and fome another; buc the moft 
Pare knew not whacwas the matcer} yea fo itisin truch, our 
God went before us, whole prefence, was and is vvith us, com- 
pafling of us,vvhofe dread took hold of them, fo that their 
hearts failed chem for fear of thofe things which vvas com- 
ing upon them: So after vve had been at Sandwitch, fome 
{mail time, vve pafled to New Plyacurh, and being at the 
Ordinary there, Thomas Southworth one of their Magiftrates 
of that Town, with feveral of cheir Church-members came to 
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and kept Prifoners by the Conftables Deputie; who being de- 
manded a.copie of the Warrant, a friend chat ftood by faid ig 
was a ufual ching to givea Copie of it, if required, was after- 
ward for fo {aying fined 1o fhillings, when to ?lyment> we 
were brought, where was then fitting che, Magiftraces hereaf- 
ter named, we flanding before them, the power of the Lord 
being over them, they faid little tous, only told us of a Law 
that they had whereby we were not to ftay in their Colony , we 
required co fee it, they anfwered, ic was fufficient that they 
faidir, and would not fhew it to us, fo after faying that they 
did beleeve chat we did not know that they had fucha law, yet 
required us to depart, the which thing we could not do; they 
proceeded to fentence us, threatning of us if we came again ,. 
they would exercife the Law on us which is for Vagabonds: So 
they ftill kept us Prifoners committing us-into the Conttables

Magiftraces cold us that we were free paying our fees, our an- 
fwer was, If any thing was due to him he might goto the keep- 
er of the curfed purf{s (to wit, Jobs Alden who was treafurer of 
the robberies, which by violence they took from the innocent) 
the vvhich a Minifter of their own making , and maintaining 
one Tomp/fen by name faid on his confcience we were men of nos 
ble fpirits he could neither finde in his heart to ftay in theCourct 
to hear and fee the proceedings , nor come to the flocks to fee 
our fufferings. | : 
Sometime after the tvvo before mentioned had fuffered , we 
two Chriftopher Holder and Ichn Copeland, went into the fame 
Collony, untoa Town called Sandwitch, and going to a meet- 
ing of the Lords people, as the Lord drew us fo we went, tt be- 
ing the 23. of the 4. moneth 58. the Marfhall with a Conftable 


who lay in wait for us apprehended us , and faid we vvere their 


prifoners, fo wedemanded tofee their warrant , vvhich vvas

monly called quakers,and apprehend them andhave them out of 
the Tovvnfhip, and upon their returnin again, the fele@ men

burning in envy again{t us, kept us tillthe 29. of the fame

name called a Magiftratein Barnffable, fic to fatisfie his bloody 
appetite, the whitch ching che fele@ men-could not do, fo he 
hadus to Burnflable, a Town about cen miles from thence, | 
whither west above twenty friends who did accompany us, 
who were-eye and ear-witneffes of the cruelty then aed on us, 
who taking with hima whip which he had«made of the form

Thomas Ginekley telling the Marfhal that heknew what to do 

with us,who hadus forthwith to the poit of an old houfe,where

{was ferved to the eighth moneth Court 57. by two war 
rants, one toferveon the Jury betwixt party and party, and 
the other to anfwer to fomething againft me , but had not li- 
_berey to fee the warrant; tothe firftI was called, I profered 
to ferveonthe Jury, buerefufed to fwear , for whichI was fi- 
ned ten fhillings, for the other warrant had laid to my charge 
for perfwading the Officer to give Chriftopher Holder and Jobe 
| Copeland, a copy of his Warrant, for which I was fined ten fhil- 
lings; and fora meeting I hadin my houfe[ was to finde fure- 
ties for the good behavior in eighty poundsI and my fureties till 
June Court , which refufed todo , I was committed to the 
Marfhal, where I was kept prifoner till the firft moneth Court 
1658. where I was releafed by the Governor , paying fees 
five fhillings for committing and releafing , and halfacrown 4 
day, which came to about eighteen pounds, which { refufed to 
pay, bue the Marfhal was content with tix pounds for my 
dier, which I was content to give, not having made any agree- 
ment forit. Sinceinthe latter end of themoneth called Fudy 
cameone George Barloe, a pretended officer, to apprehend qua- 
kers ,and inthe night after we werein bed, entered my houfe 
without light or any wich him (inthe manner of a robber) 
went out of one romeinto another, eame to my bedfide,asked 
for ftrangers; going forth! made the door faft after him, he 
again broke open my dgor ; after all this injury I wasfummone 
ed co Odfober Court on this accouat , and although nothing was 
proved againft me, I laid open to the Magiftrates the injury 
faftained, as his coming into my houfe alone,and after his break- 
ing my door and frighting my children, all the remedy had, 
I was fined twenty fhillings under pretence , becaufe I had not 


brought my daughters, yet was never fummoned to briag

One thing remarkable after the enterprizing his houfe, find- 
ing fire, demanded of the mafter of the fame a candle, where-

eaft it into the fire, and fec the Officer to feek a light elfe- 
where. | :

to make the cup more cruel, they continued her in prifon

into his Covenant, Chrift Jetus preached freely unto them the

became their fellow fufferers, as hereafter you willunderftand ; — 


Satan finding that his head was hurt, fet forth his Priefts and 


Rulers, with their Officers to purfue thefe Meffengers of the- 


Meffias, who accordingly fell upon one of them wich his cruel 
hands in his Synagogue, ftopping of his mouth with gloves, and 
haling him by his hair, and fo chruft them out, thenfan Officer 
took them and continued them Prifoners untill the next day ; 
then had he them to Boften prifon, it being the 21 of the fe- 
venth moneth 1657. andon the morrow the deputy Gover- 
nour Richard Bellingham and the Secretary, with the Elder and 
Deacon of thar Town, came to the Goalorshoufe, who fent 
for us apart, and examined us aparc, thinking to entangleus in 
our words, and find usin contradictions, but we abidingin the 
cruth, which is but one, fpake one thing, fo that they had no 


\\ advantage againft us, neither could take hold of any thing we 


had f{poken, but faid our anfwers were delufive , and thae the 
Devil had taughrus a deal of fubtilty ; fo we were put in pri- 
fon again, and fome hours after we were called forth again,and 
was had before che Governour jobs Indicor, with the Deputy 
Governor,and the reft of the Governors of the united Colo-.

could we according to'their wills, fo adding to this , nine 
weeks cruel bonds , without fire all the cold feafon, turning 
us forth, when fo they had done, this being the fecond Ar- 


ticle of their faith fealed up to purpofe.

{peaking, then I fpake to the people thele words , The Dread- 
ful cerrible day of the Lord God of heaven and earth is coming 
upon theinhabitants of this Town and Country; then was 1. 
pulled out by two men, and foon a man came and put his hand 
upon my mouth that I fhould not {peak , and another took me 
by the hair of my head, bur when they let me gol fpake to the 
people again, that thty cook heedhow they joyn with oppref- 
forsand cruel men , for theLord God was rifen and their co- 
verings were found to narrow , for their nakednefs did appear 
unto all them that feared God; then they carried meto prifon, 

~~ & after a while had me before theGovernor,where was the De- 
puty- Governor, with feveral Magiftrates and many people, and 
coming in to theroom where the Governor was, he asked me 
it I knew before whom I was come, [told him yea, Joh Inai- 
cot, why do you not put off your hat?

fer any to comeatus, but {toprall way of conveyances, as well 
as common aire and diet, neither wouldhe fuffer us tohave 
viduals for our money, but fometimes he brought a few pot- 
tage and a piece of bread, and we would havegiven him mo- 
ney forit, but he faid he would have nothing but work for it, 
but we not beingignorant of his fubtilcy refufed chat which he 
broughe (which was very litcle) and threatening us, faid, if we 
did eat it he would makeus work forit, fo, he kept uslockt up 
not fuffering any food co come atus till thefourth day of the 
week following, but the fecond day before he called us down to

obferved ir,the Priefts belonging to that office,as was the blaek- 


nels of darknefs that was over it, fo was the habit and cover- 
ing they wereclad with all , andas the grey of the morning 
appeared , fo changed they their coats: Firft, the black Mo- 
narchy from the Bithop to the pooreft Sir Fobn,that he licenced, 


- fet forth all black ; as thefe removed , then the greys appeared 


the mingled pendant, and the outfide-wafhing Anabaptft; thus 
is the black and blew Gofpel beaten with every blow that God 
sives unto the Kingdom of the devil, and reft he will not untill 
he have made the black white, and the darknefs light before 
him, and thus of atruch J will feal with my heart, that every 
peoples condition is according to their colour , therefore let 
John Norton, aad all New England take heed of that Gofpel 
that can be beaten black and blew,for the colour of the coatof. 
Chriftis fair and beautiful and changes not. 

Again, it came to pafs that for fix or feven days, adeath ora 
cruel fuffering about Bofton followed Haumphery Norton, the 
fenfe of which with the ftrength of the emnity againit the 
righteous feed with weight of the burden, then upon him,took 
from him the nourifhment and comfort tha: isin the creatures, 
andalfo the refrefhment chat arifeth from fleep, and re(t,laying 
his load (having freedom fo todo ) before his beloved brother 

Yoba Rous,an heir with him of che fame promife , and a fofferer 
with him for thefamefeed, who willingly took itupon him to 
draw with me im the fame yoak , being fenfible of the neceffi- 
ties of our repairing chicher, to bear our parts with the prifon- 


-etsof hope, whichat that time ftood bound for theteltimony  - 4 


of Jelus , the Wordof God, which after our travel day and ~ 
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night to accomplifh, we came into Boftox the very day follows 
ing that William Brend had been laid as one dead with blovvs ; 
and the firft relation we had was concerning him, and how they 

_ wvas laboring co fave his life, aninhabitant of the Town feeing 
us, being a fober man and not addicted to blood, like the ref*, 
underitanding what we were,told Humphrey Norton,he had been 
expected certain moneths, and wifhed himit he loved his life 
to depart, or otherwife he was a dead man, but fuch was the 
neceflity, that if al! chac Town had been his,and he would have 
given it me to depart thence, we could nor, ior the people lay 
upon us, the feedlay uponus, and the fuffering for which we 
were appointed vvith the fouls of the people. -fuch vvas out 
load, that befide him char laidicuponus, vvho alfo cookie 
from us,no fleth nor place could eafeus, vvho according to his 
vvill, and in the manner follovviag lead us into it, and chrough 
ic, it being their lecture day, fo cailed, and alfo the market for 
the Country; after the time of their meeting, chither vve re 
paired after che hearing of the vvoful facritice of the dead, 
vvhere the earth {pake, and the grave uttered her voice, and 
death fed death through the painted Sepulchre John Norton, and 
the feed tn forrovv mourned and fuffered under it; after the cong 
clufion of this, #mphery Norton Rood up and faid, verily this 
is the facrifice vvhich the Lord God accepts not, for vvhileft 
vvich the fame fpirit , thacyoufin you preach, and pray and 
fing, that facrifice is abomination, fuch vyvas thrir order. that 
beforehalf of the vvords vvere utteredhe vvas haled dovvn, 
yet uttered vvere they all before they got him forth , chat fame 
day in che hear of their fury , they called him vvich feha Rous 
before tlicm inthe fame piace, for vvhich vvords Hamphrey 
Nevin (after a long and frivous examination ) vvas charged 
vvith blafphemy, in vvhich time vve required of them either to 
act according to the Lavv of God , or vvholefomelavy of the 
Englifh Nation and {parcusnot; ‘neither of which they would 
come nigh,whereupon we required of them an appeal, and free- 
ly would refer our caufe to che chief Magiftrate , or whom he 
pleafed to appoinc, this we didonce and again , whereby to 
leave them without excufe, chis they flighted and difregarded 
the Governor and Deputy with oe confent, faying, no ap 
peal=, 
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pealing to England no appealing to Evg/and,with other words - 
of derifion,who forthwith after this feritenced us unto whiping, 
fuchis the confufion of their Law, that although their charge 
was blafphemy, yet they fentenced us for another thing , alfo 
tempting John Rous with flattering words feeking to infnare 
him, whichihe fleighting and difregarding, favonring the {pirit, 
and knowing the malice and cruel wickednefs they had ufedto- 
wards others, who then fome of them were in bonds by famine 
rand clofe keeping, laboring to confume or ftrangle them for 
want of food and air, fome three, four, and five dayes without . 
any manner of food; fomeeight, nine, and ten dayes without 
one bitof bread allowed by them.or fagered tocome at them ; 
thus labouring for their lives,orin the leaft to caufe .hem to 


. blafpheme,from both which the innocent was preferved: fo in 


the nick of time John Rousin the audience of all the people 
required of them convenient food for our money, or otherwife 
if vve perifhed, our blood beuponthems vvhich there vvas 


_granted,and the javves of their vvicked Lavves all rent and 


broker; Thus vvere vve coutinued from che fifth untill the fe- 
venth day, being the Jevves Sabbath, they offered us tvvo poor 
quakers (fo called} upon their Altar-ftocks, after vvhich tende- 
redus co depart, if vve vvould hire their Convoy; vvhich nei- 


. sher. needing it, nor inconfcience vve could not do ‘it, vvere 


continued in prifon the Week follovving; fuch vvas their — 
malice, chat.they called cheir council. as they faid , vvho gave 
forth an Order for che Whipping of the quakers then in prifon, 


_(vvbo vweretenin number) tvvicea Week , the firft time with 


fiftten firipes with cheir three-fold cord, the fecond time eigh- 


-teen;-and fofrom time to time to have three added euery 


time till further order: [By this Law they might have vwvhipe 
as unto death, and if fo, unto the grave, and there alfo if they 
hada minde.| Weasked fora copy of this Ooder, but vvas de- 
nyed it, for it vvas.our defire to have it, that the variety of, 
-lizs. vherevvith it vvas filled, might have been prefented to the 
vievv of allmen: But fuch is che fubtilty of the Serpent among 
them, that he willkeep all be doth as much in darknefs as may

Again Nicholas Phelps an Inhabitant of Salem , although a

and chere was whipt three times in five days, becaufe he refufed 
to work {or them, which manifefts chat though a weak body, 

~ yet a ftrong faith,not in the leatt bending unto them, and when 
they. couldnot overcome him by cruelty , the fhame and 
guile of what they hac done lying on them , they went thus 
oto worke, agreeing with a man in the Towne cto doe 
as followeth : On a certain day a man who having had 
| .former acquaintance and friendfhip with him cameto Nicholas 
and had him to kis houfes:and atter a whilegoc him towalk

moneth, 1658. in the evening I came to Bofton, andafter I had

who fetcht the Marfhal,and he had me co the Governors houfe, 
and when I was brought before the Governor,he came towards

cannot ; fo my hat at his commandment was taken off: Then 
the Governor asked me, Why I came co this Town? I faid, To

“Norroncome ? Treplied, Thou had beft ask him the next time 
thou feeft him; He asked me, WhetherI hadany Letters ?

On the feven of the feventh moneth, we three was fent for 
from the prifon before che Court of Affiilants held at Botton, 
who when we came, commanded our hats to be taken off, the 
which being done, after fometime of filence, the Goalor asked 
us on¢by one, Whether wee knew the Law again{t quakers? 
Then we anfwered, We knew their Law. Thenhe asked , Why 


we came thither 2? Weanfwered, The Lord God, whofe Law ts 


juft and equal, required it of us co come, and in obedience to 
him we came. Thenone called Major Denifon asked us , Whe- 
ther every man is not Matter of hisown houfe ? We anfwered, 
~The Lord God is Mafter of Heaven and Earth, and he can fend 
whither he will, and whom he will. Then the Governor faid, 
Were you not here before, & fent away,& now are come again? 
To which Richard Bellingham added,!n contempt of Authori- 
ty. We anfwered, Amos matt prophefie at Bethel, alchough he 
be forbidden. Then Major Denifon faid, Ifa man fhould fore= 
warn another man froin coming into his houfe , and fhould 
{tand witha pike or {word at his door, and yet for all this, the 
other (hould accémpt to comein, and fhould be flain, Would 
noc rhis mans blood beuponhis own head ?
